WATER  SUPPLIES 

Conditions  during  the  year  were  the  same  as  for 
the  pjrevious  twelve  months.  No  progress  iJlt'.i  phase  two 
of  the  district  water  scheme  was  made^  and  the  parishes 
concerned  were  deiDendant  on  wells,  springs  and  priva,to 
estate  supplies.  !Jith  the  assistaiico  of  the  Water  Boajrd 
the  problem  of  shortage  were  dealt  vrith  as  they  arose  and 
no  serious  crisis  developed. 

Ton  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year.  Four  wore  satisfactory  and 
six  x>:ere  unsatisfactory.  Advice  as  to  measures  to  improve 
supplies  were  given  xdiere  required. 

Public  Sx'Jimniing  Baths 

There  are  no  public  sxfimming  baths  in  the  district.

The  t.hrec  schemes  awaiting  decision  relate  to 
modernisation  of  xvorks  and  treatment  at  the  txfo  existing 
works  at  Eardisley  and  Pembridge,  and  the  proposed 
sewering  and  relevant  disposal  XTOrks  at  Lyonshall. 

Further  information  in  respect  of  these  schemes  was 
supplied  to  the  hinistry  during  the  year.  With  the 
advent  of  water  mains  in  these  parishes  the  urgency  of 
these  schemes  is  very  apparent,  and  the  pro bl era  of  nuisances 
continue  to  increase. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  work  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  continued 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  quantity 
collected  increases  annually  and  the  provision  of 
suitable  and  sufficient  tipping  sites  is  creating  a 
problem.  At  present  four  tips  are  in  operation,  but 
a fifth  is  still  urgently  needed.  Crude  tipping  is 
employed  but  this  is  interfered  with  by  unauthorised 
tipping  of  large  objects  such  as  car  bodies  and  oil 
drums  despite  warning  notices  against  such  depositing. 

During  a four  monthly  period  in  the  summer  a 
twice  monthly  collection  was  instituted  in  place  of  the 
once  monthly  collection.  This  service  was  so  appreciated 
and  recognised  as  desirable  that  subsequently  a permanent 
twice  monthly  collection  was  approved  emd  is  now  in  being. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Systematic  survey  and  treatment,  parish  by 
parish,  has  been  carried  out,  and  rat  infestation 
throughout  the  district  has  been  kept  under  control. 

In  addition  to  private  and  business  property,  the  Council’s 
sewers  and  disposal  works,  together  with  the  refuse  tips, 
received  routine  attention.

INSPECTION  Ai'ID  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Two  private  slaughterhouses  are  licensed  in  the 
district,  the  one  at  Eardisley  being  replaced  early  in 
the  year  by  a nex^r  building  of  modern  design.  Routine 
visits  were  made  on  all  occasions  of  slaughtering  xdiich 
increased  considerably  during  the  year,  the  number  of 
carcases  inspected  being  as  follows:
